The place and date were decided upon by 
the national republican committee today 
after a friendly contest for the honor of 
entertaining the convention between the 
citv selected, Chicago, St. Louis and 
New York. 

The meeting of the convention was held 
at the Arlington hotel, and was presided 
over by Senator Hanna, the chairman of 
the committee. Forty-three of the forty- 
five states and all

that was made emphasizing the fact that

Sheriff Samuel West¢ott was called for 
the state.

I 
therefore have little doubt that this mystea 
ricus poison was the cause of the recent trou- 
ble. 

As the public mind is excited over the oc- 
currence, and information on the subject is 
meager, you will pardon me for briefly sketch- 
ing a few facts in regard to this poison. The 
rame tyrotoxicon WAS given to it by Vaughan, 
who first discovered it in cheese, which had 
poisoned about 300 people in Michigan. He 
called it tyrotoxicen from tyrox, which means 
cheese, and toxicon, which means poison, or 
cheese poisoning.

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Tariffs and New Possessions. 

The New York Press resumes the 
tariff discussion under the most dis- 
heartening circumstances. Everybody 
had forgotten about the tariff. Our 
manufacturers having demonstrated to 
their own satisfaction and profit that 
they can ship their goods across the 
ocean and undersell European manu- 
facturers in their own markets, it 
was thought that nothing else was 
necessary to convince them that a 
tariff is not necessary to protect them 
from competition. 

But the republican press is angry at 
the republican president because he 
recommended the adoption of free 
trade with Porto Rico, which is a part 
of our possessions, and reduced sched- 
ules with Cuba; and its editor declares 
that “if a debate is started in congress 
embodying the Porto Rican free trade 
or Cuban tariff reduction recommen- 
dations, it can be made the most dan- 
gerous issue the party has had to face 
in a decade.” 

What nonsense! The Cuban tariff 
reduction is a thing apart, but it is not 
necessary for any bill to be introduced 
to bring about free trade with Porto 
Rico. All that necessary to pro- 
duce that restilt is for congress, by leg- 
islation, to recognize the fact that 
Porto Rico is a part of the United 
States. This recognition need not 
of a declaratory character. The mo- 
ment congress legislates a form of gov- 
ernment for Porto Rico, that moment 
the tariff now existing ceases to affect 
that island. Under the constitution 
there can be no tariff or trade dis- 
criminations between the states, ter- 
ritories and possessions of this gov- 
ernment. No tariff or anti-tariff iegis- 
lation is necessary to carry out this 
policy of government, which is fundca- 
mental, being provided ior in the or- 
ganic law.

AS a Tre- 
sult, $25,000 in cash has been absorbed 
out of the circulation. It is true that

THAT PAPAL DECREE 
ABOUT THE NEW CENTURY 


The Baltimore American declares that 
the recent privilege granted by Pope 
Leo XIII of a midnight mass on Decem- 
ber 3lst has been misunderstood in some 
quarters, and it has been stated that 
the pope thereby means that the new 
century begins January 1, 1900. This, 
however, is not the case, as nothing in 
the decree granting the privilege is said 
about the time when ‘the century closes. 
The privilege is also granted for 4 
midnight mass December 31, 1901, when 
most scholars agree that the old century 
closes. The privilege of a midnight mass 
on other than Christmas eve is an eX- 
traordinary permission, and shows how 
‘intently the pope’s wishes are fixed on 
ithe celebration of the holy year, as well 
as on the international homage to tne 
Redeemer of mankind. 

The first mass of Christmas is a mid- 
night m&ass, and is celebrated at that time 
in Europe. In this country, because of 
ithe presence of sightseers and Christmas 
eve roysterers, the first mass of Christ- 
mas in parish churches is generally de- 
ferred until about 6 o’clock Christmas 
morning. In religious institutions here 
the custom of having a midnight mass 
is generally carried out. The object of 
the midnight masses now authorized by 
the pope is not to mark the beginning 
or close of the century, but to mark the 
beginning and close of ‘the jubilee or holy 
vear, which is customary to observe 
at the opening of a new century.

Just when ‘the custom began is not 
definitely known, but the first solemn 
century jubilee of which there is record 
was proclaimed at the conclusion of the 
thirteenth century by Boniface’ VIII. 
Tradition has it ithat similar jubilees were 
held in former ages, but.Pope Boniface 
made it a rule for all future ages. When 
he declared the jubilee nearly every coun- 
try in Europe was at war. but history 
states that during that holy year more 
than 200,000 pilgrims crowded the streets 
and thoroughfares of Rome. A _ picture 
by Giotto in the Lateran commemorates 
the opening of the jubilee of 1300. The 
jubilee for the year 10 was announc\(l 
by Alexander VI. Extensive prepara- 
itions were made for the celebration, and 
a writer says: “The street leading from 
the bridge of San Angelo to St. Peter’s 
wags widened to allow tthe procession to 
pass to the basilica with more freedom. 
The custom of reserving a special en- 
trance into the church, ‘to be opened 
with solemn ceremony for the jubilee 
year, became a regular law from this 
time forward. The four principal churches 
of Rome—the basVicas of St. Peter, St. 
Paul, St. John Lateran and St. Mary 
Magzgiore—have five portals, one of which, 
called ‘the porta sancta, is ordinarily 
closed by a wall of solid masonry, and 
opened only for the celebration of th®@ 
jubilee, probably to symbolize the- spe- 
cial spiritual privileges which the 
church opens access at that hoty sea- 
son. The ceremony of opening the porta 
sancta is very beautiful. The pope pro- 
ceeds in solemn procession ‘to the gate, 
strikes the wall at the entrance thrice 
with a golden mallet, after which it 1s 
immediately opened by workmen who 
stand ready on the inside,

If a 
person was born on the first da¥ of Jan- 
uary, 1801, and died on the first day of 
January 1900 he would not be a centena- 
rian, having lived only ninety-nine years. 
The question resolvés itself into this: If 
the nineteenth century began with the 
first moment of 1800 it closes the first mo- 
ment of 1900, but if it began as common 
reason dictates, the first moment of 1801, 
it necessarily closed the first moment of 
1901.

Major General Andrew G. Wauchope'’s 
death at the hands of the Boers in open 
battle on last Monday marks the most 
distinct -ingividual loss which Great 
Britain has yet sustained in the Trang 


GENERAL WAUCHOPE, 
Killed in Methuens Last Battle. 


vaal. though several of her officers of 
lower rank have met death since hostii- 
ities commenced. General Wauchope was 
commander of the Third and Fourth 
brigades of the Second division of Bul- 
ler’s army and was immediately under 
General Methuen. In Many respects-he 
was an ideal soldier, graceful and erect 
in personal bearing, skilled in military 
tactics and campaign Maneuvers and 
wholly ignorant of what fear Meant. His 
first military experience was in the 
Ashanti war of 1873-4 and subsequently 
he took part in the warfare in the Sou- 
dan and in Egypt. In all he was wound- 
ed some four times. His bravery won for 
him substantial recognition, and he was 
decorated with the order of the Bath and 
with the order of Michael and George. 
He was made brigadier general of the 
first brigade in the Egyptian expedition- 
ary force in 1898. General Wauthope en- 
tered the British army in 1866. He was 
not far removed from the prime of life 
at the time of his death. Great Britain 
is deeply aggrieved over the loss of this 
gallant officer. :

Prior to its sdjournment, the recon- 
struction convention hid designated the 
th cf April, 1868, as the date when the 
question of the ratification or rejection of 
the new constitution could be determined, 
and when an election fer governor and 
general assembly might be holden.

As a result of the four days’ 
continuous balloting, during which no 
little political trickery was indulged, the 
success of the Bulloek ticket and the tri- 
umphant adoption of the new. constitu- 
tion were exultantly announced. And 
such was the strength of the republicaes 
in the legislative contingent as _ then 
named that when the general assembly 
was convoked they selected the presiding 
Officers for both of its del. berative 
branches. On the 221 cf the sequent 
July, Ruger’s inglorious career as muli-

When the general assembly was called 
to order in Atlanta on the 4th of July, 
1868, its attention was at once given to 
the selection of suitable officers. To this 
end it made choice of Benjamin Conley ag 
president of the Georgla senate, 
Robert L. McWhorter as speaker of 
house of representatives. One of the im- 
portant acts of this body had reference 
to the adoption of the fcurteenth consti- 
tutional amendment. That result was, 
after considergible discussion, attained on 
the 2ist of the month. On the day fol- 
lowing Rufus B. Bul.iock was tnducted 
into the office of governor. One week 
later the election for United States sena- 
ters sunvervened, whicn formed, in al! 
likelihood, the most exciting episode in 
the session. In this connection, Joshua 
liill and Dr. H,. V. M. Miller were the 
victorious aspirants. tne tormer defeat- 
ing ea-Governor Brown, while the other 
effected the overthrow of Foster Blod- 
gett. <Alluding to Brown's defeat, we 
would say that it was the only one 
which that worthy ever experienced in 
his long public career. At this, to him, 
most distressing juncture, Governor Bul- 
lock came manfully to his relief, tender- 
ing him the pe@ition of chief justice of 
the supreme court of Georgia. ‘The 
proffer, which came without solicitation 
was appreciatively accepted, and he soon 
entered with earnestness upon the ex- 
ecution of his important functions. A 
vital point was radsed at this legislature 
as to the Ineligibility of colored men to 
hold office under the new constitution. 
After a protracted and most animate. 
discussion, the question at issue was 
convincingly sustained, and, ag a conse. 
quence, twenty-seven negro members 
were summalp ousted, white democrats 
being substituted in their stead.
